Didsburians rise 
to the challenge

It seems every year 
Didsburians are forced to put 
up with a spring snow storm. 
But this will be remembered 
more clearly. 

Local residents talked 
about the large snowstorms 
they had to endure during 
their lifetimes. The May snow 
storm of 1986 was a popular 
topic on Didsbury streets and 
coffee houses Monday morn¬ 
ing. 

Didsburians were without 
power as heavy wet snow 
brought power lines down and 
Highway #2 was closed as the 
snow accumulated faster than 
what road crews could keep 
up with. On Sunday afternoon 
there were over 80 vehicles 
still in the ditch between 


Calgary and Didsbury. 

Local RCMP detachments 
were busy exploring alternate 
routes for those who hit the 
ditch and were brought back 
to Didsbury where they tried 
to rent rooms for the night. 
Soon hotels were filled and 
Didsburians and at least one 
local church opened their 
doors for weary travellers. 
Some of those were stranded 
in the vehicles for hours at a 
time. 

Snow shovellers were out 
in full force dealing with the 
April dump on Sunday and 
road crews continued to push 
away the snow. 

Some basements were 
flooded as the snow melted 


away. 

But as Didsburians cleaned 
up the mess left by Mother 
Nature, they did so in good 
spirits for the most part - re¬ 
alizing a storm of this mag¬ 
nitude occurs only so often.

Reservations will be re¬ 
quired to camp at Westward- 
Ho during the May long week¬ 
end to alleviate safety con¬ 
cerns, say County Council¬ 
lors.

The committee, and some 
Councillors, felt that part of 
the problem stemmed from the 
fact that too many youth and 
alcohol contributed to some 
of the problems. Therefore an 
area that has been used for 
tenting in the past will be 
shut down for the May Long 
Weekend. 

Councillor Ben Penner said 
something had to be done be¬ 
cause of violent situations and 
alcohol consumption by youth 
as young as 14-years-old.

Heavy snow impedes motorists

West central Alberta was in chaos Saturday 
as a near-record dump of sloppy, wet snow left 
thousands of home owners without power, 
stranded hundreds of motorists and brought 
life in the region to a stand-still. 

More than 60 centimetres of snow fell; in 
one of the worst spring-time storms seen in the 
area in recent memory. 

After snowing all morning on Saturday, many 
people woke up to see their vehicles nearly bur¬ 
ied, stranding many folks indoors. However, 
there were still many cars on the roads, many 
eventually ending up in the ditches. 

“There were a lot of abandoned vehicles,” 
said Olds RCMP officer Stan Andronyk, “lots 
of people in the ditches.” 

Traffic advisories were issued starting early 
in the day. Traffic along the highway 2 corri¬ 
dor between Red Deer and Calgary was at a 
complete standstill, no traffic was getting 
through. 

By 11:40 a.m. the Airdrie RCMP issued an 
advisory stating, “we are strongly recommend¬ 
ing to the public not to travel on highway 2. 
The police and emergency personnel are not 
being able to respond to accident scenes due to 
traffic backlog.” 

“I responded to one or two minor collisions,” 
said Andronyk. “On the whole people seemed 
to be driving responsibly.” He continued to say 
that there were no major accidents during the 
storm and he does not believe that there were 


any injuries. 

A tow ban was also in effect for highway 2 
north and south, therefore tow trucks were 
not towing anyone out of the ditches. By noon 
the Southern Alberta Traffic Services advised 
that highway 2 north and south bound was 
closed to all traffic between Red Deer and 
Calgary. 

At 4:30 p.m. a portion of the highway from 
Airdrie to Calgary was opened to traffic for 
stranded motorists. This portion of the road 
was only open for those travellers who were 
stranded and needed overnight accommoda¬ 
tions. 

These motorists were sent into the city as 
hotels in Airdrie were full and could not ac¬ 
commodate any more people. 

Olds hotels were also filled with stranded 
travellers. Olds College even opened its doors 
to some of the overflow, offering beds and food 
to the stuck motorists. On Saturday the col¬ 
lege opened its doors and beds to more than 
400 people for overnight stays. By Sunday 
night that number had dropped to approxi¬ 
mately 175 people. 

Due to the heavy snow fall, bus drivers and 
many Chinook’s Edge school buses were un¬ 
able to make their routes. 

“We have in the area of 79 routes not going 
today,” said Chinook’s Edge transportation 
officer Gil Gravelle. As of Monday morning all 
routes south from Innisfail were cancelled, 
keeping a large number of students out of 
classes.

party created for 
remuneration issue

Because of out-of-control 
partiers at some of Mountain 
View County’s campgrounds, 
last May long weekend. County 
Council revised their Parks/ 
Municipal Reserve bylaw to dis¬ 
courage more trouble this year. 

Assistant Commissioner 
Tony Martens said the changes 
made to this bylaw will “give it 
teeth where there needs to be 
teeth.” 

Most important changes to 
note are the facts that reserva¬ 
tions are needed to use West¬ 
ward Ho campground (just for 
the May long weekend) and 
fines for infractions to the by¬ 
law are much higher this year. 

Will this discourage partiers 
from coming to Mountain View 
County for the weekend? 

“Probably not,” said Mar¬ 
tens, “but at least it will give 
us the opportunity to do some¬ 
thing if there is a problem.” 

He said most often conflict 
arises because it is not possi¬ 
ble to kick someone out of their 
campground in troubled, alco¬ 
hol-induced situations. 

“Right now you can try to 
kick them (troublemakers) out, 
but you can’t just kick out peo¬ 
ple who have been drinking 
because if they have been 
drinking and you put them out 
on the road you are just as li¬ 
able as they are if something 
happens.” 

Martens told council many 
of the restrictions are common 
sense, for most people. 

“The bylaw stating no fire¬ 
arms mostly refers to air rifles 
and had to be included because 
last year we had people shoot¬ 
ing (paint guns) at cars on 
Highway 27.” 

When council members 
chuckled at the stupidity, Mar¬ 
tens answered, “it’s funny but 
it isn’t.” 

A bylaw restricting people 
from removing free firewood 


from the campground answers 
to people who load up on it to 
take home. 

“The problems have doubled 
year after year,” said Martens. 

Reeve Ian Harvie com¬ 
mented that it would have been 
easier to state what was al¬ 
lowed rather than what 
wasn’t, after he read the 12 
page bylaw. 

Councillor Pat James ap¬ 
proved bylaw revisions, stating: 
“99 per cent of the people who 
use the parks will not have a 
problem with this bylaw, it will 
be business as usual. These are 
rules we have, pretty much, 
always had in place, all we are 
saying now is if you don’t want 
to obey them now, you will be 
fined.” 

The revision of this bylaw 
stemmed from a meeting be¬ 
tween Martens and Sundre 
RCMP. 

The RCMP asked MVC to do 
something to prevent what hap¬ 
pened last year from happening 
this year. 

Fines for failing to comply 
with lawful demand of a park 
officer carries a penalty of 
$250, so does trying to re-en¬ 
ter the park following dismissal 
or prohibition; or possessing 
liquor in a prohibited area. In¬ 
terference with rights of others 
to peace and quiet carries a 
$150 penalty; leaving a fire 
unattended - $50; removing 
firewood from park - $50; fail¬ 
ing to restore land to clean and 
tidy condition will cost you $50, 
and the list goes on. 

The bylaw also addresses 
abandoned vehicles and the 
process to remove them, which 
has been a problem in the past, 
said Martens. 

Mountain View County is 
responsible for five 
campgrounds, two in Water 
Valley, one in Westward Ho and 
two day camp areas, one at 
Bergen, the other at Hiller’s 
Dam.

Council

A committee consisting of 
three ratepayers and one mem¬ 
ber of Mountain View County's 
administration will be respon¬ 
sible for coming up with recom¬ 
mendations on what Council¬ 
lors should receive in exchange 
for their time. 

Councillors decided that a 
third party review of Council¬ 
lor remuneration should be con¬ 
sidered and officially formed 
the committee April 23. 

It was recommended to 
County Council that a third 
party be established as well as 
changes in how County Coun¬ 
cillors are paid and recom¬ 
mended significant increases. 


According to the meeting's 
agenda, other rural municipali¬ 
ties have been revising their 
method and amounts for remu¬ 
nerating Councillors which are 
similar to the County's per¬ 
sonal consultant's (Ron Capped 
and Associates) recommenda¬ 
tion. 

Councillors were asked to 
bring names forward for the 
committee. 

Some had trouble finding 
ratepayers that were interested 
in the process. Councillor Dave 
Derksen said all of the people 
he talked to about the job said, 
"No way, Jose". 

Derksen said the response 
he received was that Council¬ 
lors get paid too much already 


and that the decision shouldn't 
be made by members at large. 

Councillor Charlie Van 
Arnam said those he ap¬ 
proached didn't want to be in¬ 
volved in an unpopular item. 

This will be the first time 
that a third party has been 
used to recommendation to 
Council about remuneration. 

Councillor Pat James said 
the method being used is simi¬ 
lar to what other municipali¬ 
ties use for such a decision. 

At the March workshop 
Council was hoping that five 
members of the public would 
be on the committee. 

Councillors could only 
come up with three names to 
sit on the committee. 


County Council 
approves 2003 budget

Mountain View County unanimously approved the 2003 
budget and set tax rates at their regular meeting, April 23. 

The $28.2 million dollar revised budget will carry zero sur¬ 
plus dollars. 

Residential tax rates are 1.9 per cent higher than 2002, 
farmland remains the same, commercial/industrial, machinery 
and equipment and linear all increased by 7 per cent. 

Alberta School Foundation Fund (ASFF) rose by 3.8 per 
cent for residential, and 5.3 per cent for both commercial/in¬ 
dustrial and linear. 

Payments to fire districts total $1.4 million; six recreation 
board grants - $364,626 and Public Works - $10.3 million.

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Money's worth from the NRCB 


The Natural Resources Con¬ 
servation Board (NRCB) is a 
provincial regulatory agency 
for Alberta's natural resources 
and confined operations (CFO). 
They are part of the Ministry 
of Sustainable Resource Devel¬ 
opment and their mandate is to 
ensure that the development of 
Alberta's natural resources and 
CFOs occur in a socially and 
environmentally responsible 
manner. 

Decisions by the Board must 
be made in the public interest 
meaning giving consideration 
to the economic, social and en¬ 
vironmental (I wonder why en¬ 
vironment is mentioned last?) 
impacts of proposed projects, 
ensuring that impacts are miti¬ 
gated to the greatest possible 
degree. 

The paragraph above is para¬ 
phrased directly from a March 
29, 2003 publication of the 
NRCB. 

During 2002 the NRCB re¬ 
ceived 981 complaints relation 
to 431 separate operations, 
899) of which were originated 
by the public. Odour com¬ 
plaints accounted for the ma¬ 
jority (429)) with water im¬ 
pacts (319)), the second largest. 
One operation alone accounted 
for 249 complaints! The Board 
issued 36 enforcement orders

and 122 written or verbal no¬ 
tices of non-compliance. 

In theory there are "teeth" in 
the enforcement legislation but, 
according to the NRCB chief 
enforcement officer, the practice 
is to "reason" and "persuade" 
rather than take forceful ac¬ 
tion. After all, they wouldn't 
want to put anyone out of busi¬ 
ness, even the operator with 
249 complaints. 

So lets give the NRCB some¬ 
thing to work on. They have a 
toll-free complaint line at 1-866 
-383-6722. The Red Deer office 
phone is 403-340-5241 and that 
of Calgary 403-662-3990. I 
would suggest asking for a 
written acknowledgement of 


any complaint made and a 
request for notification of the 
action taken. 

This is an ideal time of the 
year to observe surface run-off 
into watercourses from not 
only CFO's but also heavily 
used winter pasturing from 
smaller livestock operations. If 
rain or snow-melt can wash 
manure into water that leaves 
the operator's land, it is illegal. 
Another bad practice is allow¬ 
ing animals to break down 
stream banks thus eroding the 
soil into the streambed. Silt 
build-up slows the stream, cov¬ 
ers fish spawning areas, and 
leads to higher water tempera¬ 
tures. Concentrated doses of 
"manure extract" kills all 
stream life. Odour nuisance 
needs no explanation and 
should be reported even if you 
don't expect results. If an indi¬ 
vidual doesn't get action, then 
form a community group and 
lobby your MLA and your Pub¬ 
lic Heath Officer. Be deter¬ 
mined!

Rural/urban cost sharing will

A mryor province-wide 
topic of discussion about 
sharing practices between 
urban and rural commu¬ 
nities, has prompted 
Mountain View County 
(MVC) to release informa¬ 
tion concerning the 
amount of money spent on 
sharing agreements with 
their urban municipali¬ 
ties. 

Right now, examples of 
cost sharing methods are 
being discussed between 
Alberta Urban Municipali¬ 
ties Association (AUMA) 
and Alberta Associations 
of Municipal Districts and 
Counties (AAMD&C). 

Mountain View County 
Councillor and AAMD&C 
board member. Pat James, 
explained that AAMD&C 
invited AUMA to partici¬ 
pate in a task force, exam¬ 
ining cost sharing agree¬ 
ments between urban and 
rural municipalities 
throughout the province. 

“These issues are ongo¬ 
ing," said James. “We re¬ 
alise the need for agree¬ 
ments and that everyone 
has their own opinion. It’s 
why the task force was 
created." 

Rural municipalities 
want to provide their fair 
share, but how much is 
enough? 

Urban municipalities 
have challenges in provid¬ 


ing for recreational and 
emergency services for 
their citizens and sur¬ 
rounding rural citizens. 

Cost sharing can take 
many different avenues, 
depending on the munici¬ 
palities involved. 

In MVC recreation 
funding is determined on 
a per capita basis. They 
fund $30 per rural resident 
with funds going to the 
resident’s specific user 
area surrounding each of 
MVC’s five municipalities. 
Emergency services are 
also funded by per capita 
basis. Every citizen within 
MVC pays the same per 
capita whether they are 
urban or rural. 

Olds Town Councillor 
Warren Smith said some 
urban centres would pre¬ 
fer revenue sharing be¬ 
tween municipalities - to 
share county tax revenue 
from industrial/commer¬ 
cial developments with 
urban municipalities. 

Janies said AAMD&C 
asked the topic of revenue 
sharing not be involved in 
this task force and AUMA 
agreed. 

“Revenue sharing is a 
whole different ball of wax, 
although there are rev¬ 
enue sharing models in 
the province, they are com¬ 
plex and it was determined 
this task force would not 
be looking at that,” said 
James. 


Revenue sharing is 
commonly used in inter¬ 
municipal agreements, 
like the one between Red 
Deer County and the City 
of Red Deer, said James. 

Warren Smith ex¬ 
plained the basis for his 
opinion. 

He said where 
AAMD&C members often 
prefer cost sharing meth¬ 
ods, some AUMA mem¬ 
bers believe revenue shar¬ 
ing would be most benefi¬ 
cial for urban centres; be¬ 
cause urban municipali¬ 
ties are in direct competi¬ 
tion with rural neighbours 
to attract industrial/com¬ 
mercial development. 

“When potential busi¬ 
nesses look at an area and 
determine taxes would be 
cheaper in the rural coun¬ 
ties compared to urban 
municipalities, often they 
choose to develop in the 
county near a town. Most 
of their employees will 
chose to live in the towns,” 
said Smith. “Residential 
properties don’t pay their 
way in taxes collected. A 
healthy town will have 75 
per cent residential and 25 
per cent industrial/com¬ 
mercial.” 

He said the higher tax 
base collected from indus¬ 
trial/commercial develop¬ 
ments help to provide a 
larger percentage for the 
cost of needed services and 
recreation used by every¬

be discussed by associations 


one in the area. 

“The higher the 75/25 
per cent ratio goes to com¬ 
mercial/industrial the bet¬ 
ter it is for a town. When 
you are in direct competi¬ 
tion to attract business 
with a county that can of¬ 
fer lower taxes, it makes 
it difficult for a town to 
attract new business, even 
though we have a lot of 
offer,” said Smith. 

James said the cost 
sharing discussion should 
not become an economic 
development issue. To dis¬ 
cuss revenue sharing 
would confuse the two top¬ 
ics. 

“This task force is 
about sharing of services 
and cost sharing. It’s just 
that. 

“Recreation, fire and 
ambulance are people serv¬ 
ices, that is what this task 
force is about,” he said. 

“The cost sharing task 
force is looking at ways of 
coming up with sharing 
the cost of people services. 

“Economic develop¬ 
ment is a completely dif¬ 
ferent issue. That is the 
reason we (AAMD&C and 
AUMA) agreed revenue 


sharing would not be in¬ 
volved in discussions.” 

James said models for 
cost sharing and economi¬ 
cal development vary 
throughout the province. 

MVC agreements can be 
different than Kneehill 
County, the MD of Big 
Horn or anywhere. 

“There are no standard 
agreements. Different 
area, different counties 
bring different agree¬ 
ments,” said James. 

This task force is made 
up of a mix of elected offi¬ 
cials and administration 
from urban and rural com¬ 
munities throughout Al¬ 
berta. 

Harold Johnsrude, 
Mountain View County 
commissioner, said it is 
this discussion that 
caused the county to look 
at their sharing methods. 

Johnsrude presented 
the dollars spent on cost 
sharing to council at the 
regular county meeting, 
April 23. 

His presentation com¬ 
pared the money spent in 
1997 to 2002. 

Annual county costs for 
fire (operating and capital) 


rose from $245,441 in 1997 
to $307,452 in 2002. 

Recreation rose from 
$245,321 to 339,752. 

Cost for Ambulance (op¬ 
erating and capital) rose 
from $88,603 to $254,570.

By-law would put bite on vicious dog owners

the issue then owner would face two fines for one incident. 


A Mountain View County dog control by-law has 
been put off until next months meeting after Coun¬ 
cillors questioned jurisdiction and application of 
such a bylaw. 

After receiving first reading at the March 26 
regular Council meeting, Councillors will wait un¬ 
til at least May before making a final decision on 
the proposed rules. 

County Constable Jayson Nelson gave Council 
an overview of the new bylaw and how it compared 
to what was in place before. He said the old by-law 
did not adequately address the issue and left many 
incidents unenforced. 

"The current by-law has not allowed us to deal 
with (situations) in an appropriate manner," said 
Nelson, adding that passing the new bylaw would 
allow for increased service in this area to ratepay¬ 
ers. 

"The goal is to put responsibility on the owner 
of the dog," he added. 

The new bylaw lists fines ranging from $75 for 
having a dog running at large to $1,000 if a vicious 
or restricted dog bites a person. The bylaw would 
be enforced as complaints are made. 

"We are not out there looking for incidents. Gen¬ 
erally we are dealing with this on a complaint ba¬ 
sis," said Nelson. 

Councillors supported the policy in general but 
wondered if the County was wading into RCMP ju¬ 
risdiction. 

Reeve Ian Harvie said that if the RCMP deal with 
dog bites on people, then perhaps the County didn't 
need to go that far.

incident. Nelson said that wouldn't be the case. He 
added that the dog bites on people was added to the 
County by-law because the RCMP doesn't usually 
make charges in that case unless the incident is 
very serious - like a bite to the face. 

County Commissioner said the by-law could state 
that local charges could be withdrawn if a charge 
came down from the RCMP 

Harvie said the issue of jurisdiction was an im¬ 
portant one to sort out. 

"There are some things in this bylaw that I wont 
support. If a dog bites a person then the RCMP are 
suppose to be notified," said Harvie. 

Councillor Linda Burrell said she understood the 
need and justification of the by-law but said she 
was concerned with its application. She told the 
story about a dog she used to own being in the back 
of a pick-up truck. 

A young girl went to the dog wrapped her arms 
around it and was given a nip by the dog. Burrell 
said she was faced with the option of either putting 
the dog down or face charges. 

"It (wasn't) the dogs fault. It wasn't a serious 


"Where are the owners of the dogs (represented 
in the policy). Where are their rights." 

Under the new dog by-law an owner could face a 
fine for an incident that occurs on an owners prop¬ 
erty unless the person bitten is a trespasser. 

Nelson said in such a case an investigation is 
done and if there is a charge the owner of the dog 
would have his/her day in court. 

"Why should I have to hire a lawyer when there 
shouldn't have been a charge in the first place?" 
asked Burrell.

Didsburians 
welcome weary 
travellers into 
homes 


Pastor impressed

Weary travellers were able 
to find refuge in Didsbury af¬ 
ter they were unable to travel 
through the largest snow 
storm in recent history. 

When record snowfalls be¬ 
came too much for travellers 
to get through, Didsburians 
made room for the stranded. 

The Redeemer Lutheran 
Church opened its doors to 
travellers needing a place to 
stay but only ended up hav¬ 
ing one taker. 

The reason? 

Didsburians were welcom¬ 
ing the unlucky into their 
homes instead. 

"We only ended up with one 
person here," said Pastor Rob 
Mohns. "He was a gentleman 
bound and determined to see 
his son." 

The Edmonton area man 
was travelling down Highway 
#2 on Saturday. When the 
major highway was closed, he 


decided to make an attempt on 
the back roads. Not knowing 
his route very well, he got lost 
and eventually went into the 
ditch. Mohns said the inci¬ 
dent happened at about 3 p.m. 
and he wasn't rescued until 10 
p.m. 

Mohns said travellers that 
were stranded were dropped 
off at the Super 8. W T hen all 
the rooms were full local 
Didsburians invited the trav¬ 
ellers into their homes. He 
said some people like Wes 
Thomas of Didsbury invited 
five people into his home. 

"It was really neat to see 
people in the community do¬ 
ing what ever they could to 
help," said Mohns. 'Once peo¬ 
ple heard there was a need it 
wasn't a problem finding 
places for people.” 

The pastor also thought it 
showed Didsbury was pre¬ 
pared for an emergency. He 
said there was lots of room 
and supplies available for 
those who needed it. 

"As bad as it was, we prob¬ 
ably could have handled 
worse," said Mohns. "It was 
reassuring to know we had 
adequate resources and the 
will of the community."

The snow is ten inches deep on the deck railing and a Robin 
landing in it sinks in until only the top of his head shows. The 
Spruce trees droop, round shouldered and morose, but prob¬ 
ably enjoying the wash. The Manitoba Maple, Tamarack and 
the Apple trees are so heavy with snow that all their limbs 
and branches are three times their normal thickness. Thank 
Goodness there are no leaves yet or branches would be break¬ 
ing everywhere. It is so white, so clean, so wet and so relent¬ 
less. Down it comes, ready or not, no negotiation, no appeal 
to reason, immune to threat or plea, when it snows it snows. 
To quote my favorite James Thurber, “It’s another ##$fT 
Winter Wonderland.” 

We are glad for the moisture of course, and now the grass 
will come quickly, the hay will start, the pastures will green 
up, there will be moisture to start the crops, fresh food for the 
baby calves. But why must it be all or nothing in this coun¬ 
try? Have the Alberta Weather Gods never heard of modera¬ 
tion in all things? When I was in about grade four my teacher 
told us that ours was an “extreme climate.” Since I had no 
experience with any climate but this and since I believed that 
Alberta was the most perfect place in the world to live I had 
assumed that our climate was exactly what God had intended 
a climate to be. Extreme indeed, what was the man talking 
about? When I got a little older I realized that the word “ex¬ 
treme” pretty well covers it. Where else can you sunburn in 
the morning and get frostbite in the afternoon, have your car 
kick up dust on the way in to town and plow snow on the way 
back. 

“What about your column,” my husband asked. “You know 
the power could go any time and then you won’t be able to zap 
it in.” 

That’s another of the hazards of an extreme climate. Wet 
snow builds up on the power lines until the weight pulls the 
lines, and sometimes even the poles down. In the early seven¬ 
ties we had a Spring Snow storm that took all the power lines 
in the area. Massive poles broke like toothpicks and every¬ 
thing shuddered to a halt. The water system is electric, the 
stove, refrigerator and deep freeze, all electric. We were with¬ 
out power for days and neighbors rented generators and drove 
around recharging each others deep freezes and pumping 
enough water to wash a few dishes and make coffee and soup. 
We dipped water from the shallow stock well to flush the toi¬ 
lets, washed our faces with rain water and learned to scrub 
our teeth using only half a cup of water. 

We were milking a few cows in those days and selling milk 
to a couple of neighbors. It takes a lot of water to run even a 
very small dairy operation and I was in a constant state try¬ 
ing to keep the milk clean and cold. Fortunately there were 
still drifts in the shade of the house and I could put milk in big 
gallon glass jars, sink the jars in the snow drift and cover 
them with a box. I rapidly ran out of jars and snowdrifts so 
when a neighbor offered to take four gallons of milk I was 
delighted. Our number two son was about 10 and I recruited 
him to help me with the milk run. “Put this box in the back 
seat,” I told him, “then take four jars of milk from the snow 
drift and put them in the box. I will be right out to drive them 
over to Sheila’s.” 

I came out of the house just in time to watch John place the 
final jar in the box and slam the back door of the car. It was 
like watching a silent movie. The arm rest in the door hit 
bottle #1, which hit bottle #2, which hit bottle #3, which hit 
bottle #4. As each bottle was struck, it’s lid, complete with 
it’s nice clean wax paper liner and a frill of broken glass, rose 
into the air and came down again on a eruption of milk. The 
back seat was full of milk and broken glass, and me with no 
water to clean up the unholy mess. There has never been such 
screaming and crying on this farm, before or since. 

This storm too will pass and if the power goes we will cope. 
Thank goodness we don’t milk cows anymore.

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Soap Box Derby approaching 


QUESTION: I m 21 years old and still haven't figured 
out what I want to do with my life. How can I find an 
achievable goal and begin moving toward it? 

DR. DOBSON: Selecting an occupation and training 
for it can be a very difficult assignment. It's tough to pre¬ 
dict what you'll want to be doing when you’re 50 or 60 
years old, yet you're obligated to guess. You may not even 
know what the work will be like, yet you enroll yourself in 
a lengthy academic program or otherwise seek ways to train 
for it. 

The decisions you make under these circumstances may 
lock you into something you will later hate. And there are 
also social pressures that influence your choices. For ex¬ 
ample, how many young women secretly want to be wives 
and mothers but are afraid to admit it in today's "liberated" 
society? 

Furthermore, how can a girl plan to do something that 
requires the participation of another person — a husband - 
- who will love and commit himself to her for the rest his 
life? Marriage may or may not be in the picture for her. 
Yes, there is plenty to consider for men and women at your 
age in life. 

I was very fortunate to have stumbled into a profession 
when I was young that I have been able to do reasonably 
well. If I had been born in ancient times and had been re¬ 
quired to earn a living with my hands, perhaps in carpen¬ 
try or stonemasonry, I would have probably starved to death. 
Craftsmanship is just not in my nature. I spent an entire 
semester trying to make a box in which to store shoeshine 
stuff. What a waste! At least that experience helped me rule 
out a few occupational possibilities. 

To make an informed decision about a profession, you'll 
need to get six essential components together, as follows: 

1. It must be something you genuinely like to do. This 
choice requires you to identify your own strengths, weak¬ 
nesses and interests. 

2. It must be something you have the ability to do. You 
might want to be an attorney but lack the talent to do the 
academic work and pass the bar examination. 

3. It must be something you can earn a living by doing. 
You might want to be an artist, but if people don't buy 
your paintings, you could starve while sitting at your ea¬ 
sel. 

4. It must be something you are permitted to do. You 
might make a wonderful physician and could handle the 
training but can't gain entrance to medical school. I went 
through a Ph.D. program in graduate school with a fellow 
student who washed out after seven years of classwork. 
He made it to the last big exam before his professors told 
him, "You're out." 

5. It must be something that brings cultural affirma¬ 
tion. In other words, most people need to feel some meas¬ 
ure of respect from their contemporaries for what they do. 
This is one reason women have found it difficult to stay 
home and raise their children. 

6. Most important for those with a faith, it must be some¬ 
thing that you feel you should be doing with your life. Some 
refer to this as a "calling," or a sense of meaning that work 
should provide. 

What makes it so tough to choose an occupation is that 
all six of these requirements must be met at the same time. 
If you get five of them down but you don't like what you 
have selected, you're in trouble. 

If you can get five together but are rejected by the re¬ 
quired professional schools, you are blocked. If you can 
get five lined up but you can't earn a living at the job of 
your choice, the system fails. 

Given this challenge, it isn't surprising that so many 
young people, like yourself, struggle in their early 20s. They 
become immobilized for years not knowing what to do next. 

Young adults in this situation remind me of rockets sit¬ 
ting on their launchpads. 

Their engines are roaring and belching smoke and fire, 
but nothing moves. The spacecraft was made to blast its 
way through the stratosphere, but there it sits, as if bolted 
to the pad. I've met many men and women in their early 
20s whose rockets just would not lift them off the ground. 

And yes. I've known a few whose engines blew up and 
scattered the debris of broken dreams all over the 
launchpad.

rier. 

The same hill, from Tanas to 
the campground will again do 
it's best to intimidate the con¬ 
testants. The racers will again 
have a T-shirt each as well as a 
hamburger and a soft drink or 
juice.

Carstairs Elevator Society continues to run marathon 


It’s been almost a year since 
a group of concerned citizens 
turned out at that town hall 
meeting in Carstairs to save the 
fading green Alberta Wheat 
Pool elevator so desperately 
clinging to the skyline of 
Carstairs. Unless the land can 
be purchased from Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the structure 
faces inevitable demolition - a 


plight FORCES (Friends of the 
Carstairs Elevator Society) is 
vehemently opposed to, no 
matter how long the battle 
might ensue. 

But time lapsed doesn’t 
bother FORCES Chairperson, 
Gwen Day. “It’s a marathon,” 
she points out. “...not a sprint.” 

One of the biggest obstacles 
the Society faces, she says, is 


coming up with a $10,000.00 
bond to help purchase the land 
from CP Rail. “We received a 
$10,000.00 bond from Agricore, 
but are still needing to come up 
with an additional $10,000.00 
to met their (CP Rail’s) asking 
price,” explains Day. 

To help offset this cost, 
members of FORCES have de¬ 
cided to plan to hold an antique 


sale in the elevator this 
summer during the town’s 
Centennial Celebrations. “It’s 
all still very much in the 
preliminary planning stages,” 
says Day. “...but we’re really 
hoping it flies. The building 
itself is really very structurally 
sound and having an antique 
sale there would really seem 
appropriate....The elevator it¬ 


self was built in 1976, but in 
the older style. It’s made com¬ 
pletely of Douglas Fir spiked 
together horizontally for 
strength and is 70 - 80 feet in 
height.”

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NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Missionaries thankful for peace during elections 


Dear family and friends. 

Greetings from the home of 
peace and tourism. That is 
Plateau State’s motto and 
most of the time the peace 
part has been true. We have 
been very thankful for the 
peace at this time of elections. 
We still have our evacuation 
bags packed but the last two 
weekends with elections have 
been fairly quiet and peaceful, 
at least in our area. In the 
southeast there has been vio¬ 
lence with deaths and in 
Bukuru (less than 20 miles 
from here) there were demon¬ 
strations this week. The party 
that lost is always going to 
complain that the election 
was not free and fair - rife 
with fraud and corruption. 
International observers agree 
with them for the southeast 
but in many parts of the coun¬ 
try the voting went as well as 
could be expected. To expect 
a completely free and fair 
election in a country that re¬ 
cently was rated as the most 
corrupt in the world is not re¬ 
alistic. But if progress in the 
right direction is being made 
than we should praise God 
and continue to move for¬ 
ward. The potential for vio¬ 
lence is still here though and 
we have another round of vot¬ 
ing coming up next Saturday. 

This week we decided it 
was time to finish our 
CERPAC (Immigration and 


Aliens registration here in 
Nigeria). Friends of ours 
were going to Bauchi to do 
theirs and had room for us to 
go along. They had called 
Bauchi to ask if we could do 
it there and were told to come 
on Thursday. It is about a 1 
1/2 hour drive to Bauchi. We 
arrived only to find out that 
some people from Jos can do 
their CERPAC there but we 
weren’t on the list. We had to 
go to Makurdi, a 4 hour drive 
from Jos in the other direc¬ 
tion. Friday we went to 
Makurdi to try again. We left 
at 6:00 am. We found the of¬ 
fice but they did not have elec¬ 
tricity or diesel for their gen¬ 
erator or money to buy die¬ 
sel. Dan gave them money for 
diesel and one of their work¬ 
ers went off to get it only to 
come back after a few minutes 
wanting us to take him in our 
vehicle. We finally gave him 
some diesel we had in a jerry 
can in the truck. (They did 
not give the money back). 

The officer typing our 
CERPAC forms basically used 
one finger so it was a long 
wait for him to finish the 4 
forms. He took our finger¬ 
prints on a digital machine. 
We waited another half an 
hour or more for him to print 
out everything and make the 
cards. After a total of about 
two hours we were finished. 
Though the wait was long and 


the process a bit tedious the 
officers were very pleasant 
and kind so it actually was a 
pleasant day. After a stop for 
a quick bite to eat we were 
back on the road for the 4 
hour trip home. 

On the way home we 
passed a school. All Nigerian 
schools have uniforms for 
their students but this school 
had the most attention get¬ 
ting uniforms I think I have 
ever seen. The children had 
on bright yellow T-shirts with 
bright pink shirts over them 
and either purple shorts or 
purple jumpers. You could see 
them from quite a distance. 
Good protection for them 
walking along the busy road 
to school. 

The musical. Celebrate 
Life, is being presented this 
weekend. It is an older church 
or youth musical. It was 
popular when I was in high 
school. The directors here 
have been very creative in the 
ways they have used to make 
it more contemporary. They 
added some dance and acting 
and the choir is wearing tra¬ 
dition dress from a variety of 
countries making it look very 
international. Several instru¬ 
ments, trumpet, guitar, flute, 
violin have been added with 
the students playing them on 
stage intermixed with the ac¬ 
tors and choir. We really en¬ 
joyed it. I wish it could be per¬ 


formed in some of the Nigeria 
churches in town. I think 
they would enjoy it and the 
message of Christ is pre¬ 
sented in an easily under¬ 
standable way. 

May 1 is workers day so we 
get a day off from school. We 
have had several four day 
school weeks in a row so we 
are getting used to this easy 
schedule. When we have to go 
to school for 5 days in a row 
we are going to be exhausted. 
It is only a few more weeks of 
school until summer break so 
I guess we can survive. The 
students are ready to be done 
and some of the 12th grade 
students seem to think they 


are already done. It is hard 
for them to feel very motivated 
but we all need to finish 
strong.

Didsbury golf 
course now open - 
weather permitting 


Golfers anxious 
about starting 
their seasons

Didsbury's golf course 
opened two weeks earlier than 
it did last year thanks to some 
opportune good weather. 

Local duffers were able to 
golf in Didsbury as early as 
April 19 thanks in part to 
some timely spring rains. 

"With the couple of rains 
we received already it basi¬ 
cally put us into full golf sea¬ 
son with use of all the tees and 
greens," said A1 McCoy, golf 
course manager. 

A wet fall last year has also 
contributed to some great 
early season golf as well as 
proper maintenance of the 
greens. 

McCoy said special tarps 
were purchased this year and 
laid out over the greens which 
promoted early growth. The 
greens have now been cut for 
a week and a half now. 

McCoy said spring weather 


is often unpredictable and 
that it is not inconceivable 
that crews and golfers would 
have to put up with unpre¬ 
dictable weather. He said the 
fringe part of the season 
forces employees at the course 
to play it by ear. 

As far as actual changes 
that golfers will see on the 
course this year will be bun¬ 
kers guarding the #8 par 
three hole. Two sand traps 
have been added to that green 
to make an elevated tee shot 
even more challenging. Bun¬ 
kers are also being put in near 
the practice green. 

As far as other work still 
to be done, McCoy said rak¬ 
ing and cleaning up garbage 
is being performed now with 
regular mowings to start as 
the grass starts to take off. 

The course has already 
been booked for many tourna¬ 
ments and league play will 
start the week of May 5. 

But with the nice weather 
we have had local golfers 
ready to go. 

"People are anxious. We 
have had a lot of phone calls 
from people ready to golf," 
said McCoy.
